Urban  District  Council  of  Brierley  Hill. 

.Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hoclgetts,  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 
tlie  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  1939  are  to 
be  confined  to  any  important  developments  or  chan«'es  in  the  woiT 
of  tlie  Public  Health  Department. 

I have,  therefore,  the  honour  to  present  to  you  what  must 
be  I'e^arded  as  an  Interim  Report  for  the  year  1939. 

.Although  war  (lid  not  break  upon  us  until  the  late  summer, 
tlie  work  of  the  Department  for  the  previous  eight  months  of  the 
year  was  concerned  to  a very  great  extent  with  the  planning  and 
equipment  of  services  to  deal  with  such  casualties  as  might  result 
from  air  attack.  Since  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Aledical  Officer 
of  Health  has  devoted  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  his  time  to  Air  Raid 
Precautions. 

The  staff  of  the  Department  have  responded  noblv  to  the 
increased  work,  and  in  the  early  days  of  the  war  voluntarily 
worked  almost  sixteen  hours  a day.  The  Casualty  Services  In 
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this  area  have  not  yet  been  called  upon  to  any  great  extent,  but 
if  they  are  required  I am  confident  that  the  response  will  be  due 
largely  to  the  personal  interest  and  hard  work  put  in  by  everv 
member  of  the  staff. 

Mr.  Robertson  and  Mr.  Lee  have  left  us  to  go  to  other 
Authorities,  while  Mr.  Partridge  and  Mr.  Rellamy  have  joined 
His  Majesty’s  Forces. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  such  an  essentially  local  movement  as 
Civil  Defence  is  administered  through  a large  authority  but  worked 
by  the  local  authorities.  Such  an  arrangement  is  bound  to  lead 
to  friction  and  much  local  initiative  is  wasted  owing  to  the  inter- 
minable time  taken  by  such  a system  to  produce  results. 

On  1st  October,  1939,  the  Urban  District  Council  became 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938.  These  duties  had  previously  been  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks 
to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of  this  Authority  for  their  invariable 
courtesy  and  helpfulness,  and  to  all  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  consideration  in  these  difficult  times.

Steel  Industries  are  the  biggest  employers  of 
labour.  The  population  is  essentially  of  an  industrial  character 
and  contains  many  skilled  and  a large  number  of  unskilled  work- 
men. 


The  following  figures  of  unemployment  have  been  kindly 
supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the  Brierley  Hill  Employment 
Exchange.  These  figures  can  be  taken  as  a sample  for  the  area. 
It  is  not  possible  to  estimate  tlie  total  number  of  unemployed  in 
the  area,  as  parts  of  it  are  catered  for  by  the  Stourbridge,  Dudley 
and  Cradley  Heath  Exchanges.

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figui'es  that  unemployment  has  fallen 
to  8.0%  as  compared  with  13.2%  in  the  preceding  year.  This 
decrease  is  probably  due  to  the  increased  industrial  activity  due 
to  the  war,  and  to  the  calling  up  of  the  younger  men  for  service 
with  the  Forces.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  Births  reg-istered  during  the  year  was  807, 
of  which  400  were  male  and  407  female.  This  gives  a birth  rate 
of  17.15  per  1,000  population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  15.0  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  1(3.63  for  1938. 


Deaths. 

50'7  Deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  (274  males  and 
233  females).  The  corrected  death  rate  of  11.98  compares  with 
11.51  for  1938  and  12.1  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  chief 
causes  of  death  were,  once  more,  Heart  Disease  and  Cancer,  which 
together  caused  more  than  half  the  total  deaths. 

Natural  Increase  of  Population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  300. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

41  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year.  This 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  50.80'  per  1,000  live  births, 
as  compared  with  50.0  for  the  country  as  a whole,  and  49.29  for 
1938. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

Two  Maternal  Deaths  occurred  in  1939,  giving  a Maternal 
Mortality  rate  of  2.40  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  as  compared 
with  2.82  for  the  country  as  a whole,  and  4.97  for  1938. 

Neither  death  was  due  to  sepsis. 

Post  Mortem  Room. 

Fifteen  bodies  were  brought  to  the  Post  Mortem  Room  during 
the  year.  In  the  case  of  nine  of  them,  death  was  due  to  natural 
causes.  Four  were  cases  of  accidental  death,  and  in  two  cases, 
death  was  due  to  suicide.  None  were  of  an  infectious  nature.  The 
average  length  of  stay  was  3^  days. 

The  Council  is  considering  improving  the  amenities  at  the 
Post  Mortem  Room.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Changes  in  Staff  are  referred  to  briefly  in  the  introduction 
to  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Patliological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  the 
County  Laboratory  at  Stafford.  No  charge  is  made  by  this 
Laboratory  for  the  examination  of  these  specimens. 

Advantage  is  taken  of  these  facilities  by  the  general  practi- 
tioners of  the  town  and  by  this  Department. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  are  two  ambulances  provided  by  the  Authority.  One - 
is  provided  for  the  removal  of  accidents  and  non-infectious  cases, 
and  the  other  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases.  The  Infectious 
Disease  Ambulance  is  situated  at  Stallings  Lane  Hospital.  The 
Accident  Ambulance  is  stationed  at  Messrs.  Beckley’s  Garage, 
and  a total  of  447  cases  were  conveyed  during  the  year.  These

During  the  year  a total  mileage  of  5,289.0  miles  has  been 
covered. 

If  we  compare  this  with  the  total  of  363  cases  conveyed  in 
1038,  it  will  be  seen  that  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the 
facilities  provided. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Five  Nursing  Associations  at  present  operate  in  the  district. 
Financial  difficulties  are  hampering  these  services,  and  it  would 
be  well  to  consider  the  advisability  of  combining  the  various 
Associations.

HOSPITALS. 

Hospitals  pro\ided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by 
the  County  Council. 

(1)  Isolation  Hospital,  Stallings  Lane. 

The  hospital  is  maintained  by  the  Council  for  the  isolation 
and  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  32  patients,  but  it  is  limited 
to  four  W^ards — male  and  female  Scarlet  Fever  Wards,  and  male 
and  female  Diphtheria  Wards,  and  according  to  the  latest  stan- 
dards the  hospital  is  overcrowded  when  there  are  32  patients. 
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Wc  are  unable  lo  take  complicated  cases  of  Measles  or 
Wdiooping-  Cough,  and  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  Enteric  Fever 
cannot  be  accommodated. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  whose  duties 
are  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Matron, 
Staff  Nurse,  four  Assistant  Nurses,  two  Maids,  Ambulance  Driver- 
Ciardener,  and  two  Laundresses  (part-time). 

173  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year;  108  patients 
were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  60  cases  of  Diphtheria.  There 
were  '2  Carriers,  and  in  3 the  diagnosis  of  infectious  disease  was 
not  substantiated.  38  were  outside  cases  which  were  admitted 
at  the  request  of  neighbouring  Local  Authorities — of  these  23 
were  Scarlet  Fever  and  15  Diphtheria. 

This  Council  has  long  realised  that  the  provision  in  South 
Staffordshire  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  is  inadequate. 
As  a constituent  Authority  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Joint  Hos- 
pital Board  it  has  been  glad  to  note  the  progress  made  towards 
the  building  of  a large  Joint  Fever  Hospital.  The  prospect  of 
building  this  has  now  become  remote  owing  to  the  War,  and  the 
Board  has  been  considering  the  possibility  of  making  extended 
use  of  the  present  Hospitals.  It  would  be  extremely  difficult  to 
increase  the  accommodation  at  Stallings  Lane. 

There  were  8 deaths  in  this  Llospital  during  the  year,  4 of 
which  were  normally  resident  outside  the  Authority.  The  7 Diph- 
theria deaths  all  occurred  in  children  suffering  from  a severe  form 
of  the  disease,  most  of  whom  had  not  called  in  medical  advice  for 
some  days.  The  1 death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  due  to  embolism 
following  an  operation  for  acute  mastoiditis. 


(2)  Small-Pox  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  situated  at  Moxley  and  is  under  the  control 
of  a Small-Pox  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  Brlerley  Hill  is  a 
constituent  authority. 


(3)  Sanatoria. 

The  male  Sanatorium  is  at  Prestwood,  and  the  Sanatoria  for 
women  are  at  Yarnfield  (near  Stone),  Groundslow  and  Kinver. 
Cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  Standon  Hall  and 
The  Woodlands,  and  there  is  a special  Sanatorium  for  children  at 
Himley. 
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(4)  Maternity  and  Children. 

There  is  no  special  hospital  provided  for  maternity  cases  or 
for  the  treatment  of  children.  Nursing-  assistance  is  provided  for 
' maternity  cases  by  the  County  Council.  The  County  Council  also 
provides  for  medical  and  specialist  attention  in  cases  where  this  is 
required.  Womeg  and  children  requiring  hospital  treatment  may 
be  sent  to  the  hospital  at  Wolverhampton. 

(5)  Orthopaedic. 

The  County  have  provided  for  the  specialist  treatment  of  these 
cases  in  special  clinics  and  they  are  referred  to  hospital  if  they 
require  in-patient  treatment. 


(6)  Other. 

There  are  no  other  provided  Hospitals,  but  the  following 
General  Hospitals  are  within  easy  reach  of  the  Urban  District:  — 

Corbett  Hospital,  Amblecote. 

Guest  Hospital,  Dudley. 

There  are  also  the  Hospitals  of  Birmingham  and  Wolver- 
hampton, all  of  which  are  within  easy  reach  of  the  district. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

There  are  9 legistered  Midwives  practising  in  the  area;  8 of 
these  are  whole-time  salaried  Midwives  employed  by  Nursing 
Associations  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council 
as  a result  of  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936. 


Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  Maternity  or  Nursing  Homes  in  the  area,  but 
accommodation  was  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Sandfield 
House  for  16  maternity  cases.  This  accommodation  was  closed 
at  the  outbreak  of  war.  It  is  very  unfortunate  that  it  was  found 
necessarv  to  terminate  this  service,  as  it  met  a very  real  need  in 
the  area.  General  practitioners  are  finding  great  difficulty  in 
obtaining  hospital  accommodation  for  maternity  cases.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

Sources  of  supply  are  detailed  in  previous  Reports.  Monthly 
samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  the  analyses  have 
been  uniformly  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A length  of  sewer  was  relaid  during  the  year  in  the  Birch 
Coppice  area,  and  work  proceeded  on  the  new  storm  water  sewer 
from  Bromley  to  Wordsley. 

A further  60  acres  at  Roundhill  Farm  were  laid  out  with 
distributing  carriers,  so  that  the  farm  is  now  capable  of  dealing 
with  a population  of  4o,000. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  matter  is  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

A new  central  tip  at  The  Leys  has  been  acquired  by  the  Coun- 
cil. This  should  dispose  of  tipping  difficulties  for  many  years  to 
come.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

On  1st  October,  1939,  the  Urban  District  Council  became  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Meat. 

Inspection  was  carried  on  during  tlie  year  by  tlie  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  Details  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sani- 
tary Inspector. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Veterinary  Officer  is  appended:  — 

I beg  to  submit  a report  on  the  work  done  by  the  ATterinary 
Surgeons  during  the  year  1939. 

The  total  numbers  of  animals  dealt  with  during  the  year 
showed  a decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  whilst 
such  a decrease  is  confined  to  pigs,  other  animals  show  a slight 
increase  in  numbers. 

The  amount  of  disease  found  remains  fairly  constant  year  by 
year,  whilst  the  number  of  animals  who  succumb  in  course  of 
transit,  etc.,  was  less  for  1939  than  for  the  previous  12  months. 

Tables  are  attached  giving  particulars  regarding  the  diseased 
conditions  encountered,  and  the  various  aspects  of  the  work  done. 
The  ante-mortem  inspection  was  maintained,  and  contagious 
diseases  reported  and  dealt  with  by  the  chief  veterinary  surgeon 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

IhifortLinately,  due  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  the  general 
work  of  the  Department  beyond  Cleansing  ceased  in  August,  and 
for  the  remaining  part  of  the  year  the  majority  of  the  staff  was 
engaged  on  numerous  duties  placed  on  the  Department  due  to 
Air  Raid  Precautions.  ‘
